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DON’T CARRY THE COW 

Few things are more rewarding than holding firmly to what one believes 
is right. This is even more so when opposition is faced in standing for con- 
victions. Few things bring more regret than having convictions and disregard- 
ing them to conform to popular opinion. This is not only wrong, it is frus- 
trating. 

The story is told of an old Indian man and his young grandson who went 
to market and purchased a cow. As they made their way home they passed 
through a village where criticism arose because the old man walked and did 
not ride the cow, as is the Indian custom. On passing through the second vil- 
lage they talked about them because the old man rode alone. In the third 
village the pair was ridiculed because both rode and were abusive to the ani- 
mal. As they came to the fourth village they were seen carrying the cow in 
an effort to make everyone happy. 

I fear that we Christians at times try to carry the cow, thinking it is the 
easy way to get alone. But the truth is, we gain the respect of others sooner 
and are more pleasing to God if we hold stanchly to our beliefs. In the biogra- 
phies of the great men of God, firm convictions is one characteristic which is 
always pointed out. 

It is wise to distinguish between that within us which is conviction of be- 
lief and simple stubborness. One can easily be put on the spot by holding to 
an idea out of sheer obstinance. Many have gone down with an idea, not be- 
cause of conviction, but because they once committed themselves to it and 
they were too stubborn to ever let go. It is in this that the Word of God and 
the directing of the Holy Spirit are able to help us choose wisely that about 
which we should be determined. 

The world is wanting for people with deep seated belief. This is where 
we who believe in a personal experience with God can offer a true testimony.

Her Faith, Work and Life 


There are more than 100 women in 
Egypt today with the first name of 
Lillian. They are all “daughters” of 
one of the greatest missionaries of our 
times, “The Nile Mother,” Lillian 
Trasher. All over Egypt there are 
teachers, lawyers, laborers, mechanics 
and housewives who have the same 
“mother.” Sister Trasher started a 
small orphanage in Assiout, Egypt, 
over 50 years ago, now she has a fam- 
ily of 1,300. 

In a personal interview, Glad Tid- 
ings Magazine asked questions which 
we feel got answers you will enjoy 
reading.—Editor. 


Question: Sister Trasher, we are in- 
terested in the events which took 
place over fifty years ago that led you 
to Egypt. Will you tell us something 
about that? 


Answer: [ was born in Marion, 
N.C., the youngest of five children. 
I was a Catholic girl and at the age of 
16 I was converted. More than any- 
thing, I wanted to be a missionary, 
but the call never seemed to come. 
I was engaged to be married in my 
early 20s, and seemed destined for a 
life as a minister’s wife. 

But one night at a meeting I heard 
a missionary from India tell of the 
great need in that part of the world. 
I don’t remember her name, but I felt 
the call that night to go and serve the 
Lord in Egypt. The idea burned so 
deeply within me that I gave my 
fiance the choice of going to Africa or 
breaking off the marriage. He had 
seven churches under his care and 
felt he could not give them up, so we 
felt it was not the Lord’s will. I did 
not have much contact with him after 
that. 


Question: What did you do in pre- 
paring to go to the mission field? 


Answer: I had no idea at the time 
of how to become a missionary, but 
I learned of a missionary’s conference 
in Pittsburgh and as a small village 
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girl decided it was as good as any 
place to find out. I had been working 
in a small orphanage but my aim was 
to preach. I had saved $5 to buy my 
wedding shoes, and friends had given 
me a little bit to make the trip, but on 
the day I was to go, I went to get the 
money I kept at the orphanage. To 
my horror I discovered someone had 
mistakenly spent most of it. 

Well, I went to the depot where 
friends had gathered to see me off, 
but now I didn’t have the money to 
get there. I borrowed enough to get 
to Washington, D.C., and left on 
schedule. 

1 had been given the address of a 
lady in Washington who kept me a 
few days. It was here that I was in- 
troduced to a missionary from Assiout, 
Egypt. When he learned of my ambi- 
tion and that I had only $2 he told me 
to go home. But I didn't go home. 
I went on to the conference. From 
there I preached in small churches, 
saving $40. My sister helped make 
up the $98 needed for second class 
passage to Assiout. The missionary 
had relented and invited me to his 
mission, no doubt never dreaming I 
would ever make it. 


Question: Did you have any feeling 
or confirmation, Sister Trasher, during 
this trial that God had particularly 
chosen you for this task? 


Answer: Yes, I certainly did. Dur- 
ing a prayer meeting in my stateroom 
on board ship a rather significant 
thing happened which still stands out 
in my mind. I happened to open my 
Bible at random to find a passage, and 
my eyes fell on a verse in the seventh 
chapter of Acts. I read, “I have seen, 
I have seen the affliction of my people 
which is in Egypt, and I have heard 
their groaning, and am come down to 
deliver them. And now come, I will 
send thee into Egypt.” The Lord 
knew my need at that time and gave 
me this verse.

Question: What took place after 
your arrival in Assiout that led to the 
establishing of the orphanage? 


Answer: I had preached in the mis- 
sion for about three months when one 
day a man asked me to pray for his 
wife who was dying. I went to the 
family hovel. There I found a three- 


months-old baby who had been sewn 
into its clothes and had never been

bathed. The clothes were stiff with 
dirt and she smelled terrible. 

I took the child back to the mission. 
The mother had died and the father 
was glad to get rid of it. For a time 
I kept it in the mission but they 
wanted me to take it back. I remem- 
ber the date, it was February 10, 1911, 
that I took the baby and left the mis- 
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sion. I got the necessities of life, a 
few dishes, kerosene stove and a bed 
for the baby and moved to a house I 
had rented for $12 per month. That 
was the beginning of my work and 
through the years they have come in. 


Question: How fast did your group 
grow and how did you manage to 
support themP 


Answer: At the end of the second 
year I had acquired a family of eight 
—by the next year I had 27. From 
that time people warned me not to 
take any more because I wouldn’t be 
able to feed them. Well, I figured the 
Lord would bless the work and He 
has. We have 1,300 today. 

In a land where a great deal of pov- 
erty exists, I went begging. My first 
donation came from a telegraph de- 
livery boy who had come to give me a 
wire. Instead of receiving a tip, he 
left 35 cents. 

By that time I was speaking broken 
Arabic, so I began riding through the 
country on a donkey, there were no 
cars then, making an appeal for money 
to exist. The first 35 years were the 
hardest, we seldom had more than 
just enough food for that day. 

When I became more known, the 
police of each village would phone 
ahead to let the next village officer 
know I was coming. They let me 
sleep in their police stations. 


Question: Did the time ever come 
when some of this financial pressure 
was taken from you? 


Answer: As the news of the orphan- 
age spread, money came a little easier. 
In 1916 enough was collected to put 
up a small building. The Egyptian 
government became very helpful and 
in time help came from America, but 
the load was still there to bear. 


Question: What has grown out 


this? What is there in Assiout today? _ 
God has really blessed. i 
Today there are sixteen buildings on 


Answer: 


nine acres. There are several schools, 
a beautiful church building, a hospi- 


tal, nurseries, dormitories, we have our 
own bakery, our own water system 


and all the necessities of life. Last 
year we had an operating budget of 


$74,185.73 and, thank God, we don't 


owe anybody anything. The Lord has 
never let me down once. In all these 
years with thousands of children pass- 
ing through, we have been able to 
feed them, clothe and educate them, 
and do everything that ought to be 
done for a family of children. 


Question: During your first years 


there you lived pretty much with the 
children and very little outside com- 


pany. What type of life was this for — 


you socially? 

Answer: There was little time for 
social life as you have it here in 
America.. My big job was to get my 
children fed and cared for. But we 
did have a certain amount of social 
life. The Presbyterians had what they 
called “short termers,” young people 
that came out for a year or two to 
teach. On Saturday evenings they 
would come over from across the Nile 


and we would have cocoa and cake. — 
Then, of course, there were the wid- | 
ows which stayed with us that were 


a great deal of companionship. 


Question: There are a large number 
of people who visit the orphanage 
each year, many of them notable folks. 
Can you tell us something about these 
visits? 

Answer: King Nasser of Egypt, 
other kings and many great people 
have come, but the greatest thrill to 
me was the visit of the men from 
Springfield, Bro. Zimmerman and Bro. 
Webb. We have so many people all 
the time and I feel that our children 
have an advantage in meeting them. 


Question: What is your deepest re- 
ward in this orphanage work? 


Answer: Well, when you take a 
baby and keep it for 20 years, and 
it lives in a house of prayer and an 
atmosphere of faith, there is some- 
thing soaked into that child. Their 
life and testimony is then the reward. 
This is not the easy way, like holding 
big meetings, but it gets wonderful re- 
sults. 

There are so many that continue on 
to the universities and then find re- 
sponsible positions in law, medicine, 
teaching and other professions. Above 
all this is the faith they have, which 
we led them to in the orphanage.

I was reared on a farm in Central 
Montana, and since the closest church 
was over seven miles distant, via roads 
which were impassable much of the 
time, I had no Sunday school or 
church background. The first time I 
recall going to church was while I 
was in the service. I went to chapel 
one Sunday morning, to avoid K. P. 
duty. 

After the war I enrolled in the Uni- 
versity of Washington at Seattle as an 
engineering student. Here I was re- 
quired to take a course in Technical 
Report Writing, during which time I 
elected to make a report on the topic 
of “Man’s Evolution.” I had no quar- 
rel with the evolutionists at this time, 
but my research for this report forced 
me to denounce the theory as unprov- 
able. My instructor felt certain that 
my arguments were based on religious 
grounds, but since I had no religion, 
this was not the case. However, this 
led me to exhaust the religious view- 
point and I informed my instructor 
that I would be happy to present my 
arguments upon completion of my 
study. 

I went home and asked my wife to 
get the Bible out of her trunk so that 
I could look into this religion. I 
started reading Genesis and read 
through the middle of 2 Samuel when 
I decided this was pretty difficult re- 
search. Before giving it up, however, 


I turned to the New Testament and 


started reading the Gospels. These 
made sense to me, so I read Matthew, 
Mark, Luke and John, and started The 
Acts. Here I stalled again. I went

back to the Gospels and read and re- 
read them several times. As I read, I 
became increasingly convinced that: 
First, Jesus of Nazareth was the Son 
of God. Second, I was a lost sinner. 
Third, Jesus would have me—more 
than that, He commanded me to give 
my life to Him. I began to question 
various people about Christianity. As 
a matter of fact, I even went to church 
a few times, but no one seemed to 
understand the Bible as I did. 

This state of confusion prevailed for 
a month or so when my elder sister 
began writing strange letters about 


being “saved.” She invited my wife , 
and me to spend Easter vacation with © 


her, which we did. Special revival 
meetings were being conducted at the 
local Assembly of God church where 
she took us. We were surprised at the 
Pentecostal praying and the earnest- 
ness of the people in a matter which 
most people seemed to treat quite 
matter-of-factly. I wasn’t particular- 


ly impressed with the service until 
the sermon. I was really relieved to 
find one who seemed to understand 
the Gospels as I did. I’m sorry to say, 
however, that I was not converted 


that night. By this time I had started | 


to count the cost. I knew what I 
would have to do, but I refused to 
do it. ; 

y conversion came seven years 
later in a San Francisco hotel, room 
with just me, a Gideon Bible and the 
Holy Spirit present. After my conver- 
sion, I continued to attend a church 
which my wife and I had joined a 
couple of years before. However, I 
was not satisfied for I was not getting 
the spiritual food I needed for growth, 
and my wife (who had by this time 
also begun to read the Bible) and I 
prayed for direction as to where to go. 
I am happy to say, we are now both 
happy members of the Burlingame, 
California Assembly of God church, 
doing what we can to win others.
